A comparison  ot  the  debt  statement  for  1890  vvithtliatof 
the  previous  year  will  show  a net  debt  for  1890  of  $47,817.- 
51  as  against  $52,033.06  for  1889,  or  an  apparent  dimini- 
tion  of  debt  during  the  last  year  of  $4,215.55.  By  the 
increase  of  the  sinking  fund  the  net  amount  of  the  bonded 
debt  has  been  decreased  during  the  year  $6,693.05;  on  the 
other  hand  the  floating  debt,  after  deducting  all  apparent 
assets  available  for  its  payment,  has  increased  $2,407.50 

The  most  important  items  tending  to  the  decrease  of 
the  floating  debt  have  been  the  ’paymont  by  taxation  ot 
Attleboro’s  proportion  of  the  note  of  $5,00  0,00  falling  due 
last  year  and  forming  part  of  the  debt  created  on  the  al)0- 
lition  of  the  school  districts;  and  by  miscellaneous  recei}»ts 
shown  in  the  treasurer’s  report  and  not  credited  to  an}"  de- 
partment, amounting  to  $1,068.80. 

The  most  important  of  the  items  tending  to  an  apparent 
increase  of  the  net  floating  debt  are  abatements  of  taxes 
for  years  prior  to  1888  made  last  year,  of  which  abatements 
Attleboro’s  proportion  was  $1,971.98;  and  abatenients 
amounting  to  $760.53  for  1888  and  1889  and  1890,  all  of 
which  amounts  appeared  in  the  last  report  as  assets  avail- 
able for  reduction  of  the  debt.  The  main  cause  of  the 
actual  increase  is  the  expenditure  of  $2,151.93  for  comple- 
tion of  the  work  upon  the  Sanford  street  school  building, 
for  which  the  town  authorized  the  creation  of  a debt,  and 
the  deficit  cauced  by  overdrawing  of  accounts  for  1890, 
amounting  to  $2,370.22 

In  a prosperous  time  each  year  should  pay  its  own  ex- 
penditures or,  failing  that,  the  deficit  being  ascertained, 
an  appropriation  should  be  made  therefor  at  the  next  an- 
nual meeting.  Ao  debt  should  be  allowed  to  arise  except 
where  the  town  has  specially  authorized  its  creation  and 
defined  its  terms  and  amount.

To  the  town  debt  and  payment  of  interest  thereon  is 
eliargeahle  three  dollars  per  thousand  of  our  tax  i*ate  for 
'ast  year,  which,  were  it  not  for  the  debt,  would  have  been 
.‘^12  instead  of  ^15  per  thousand.  This  tax  rate  of  $15  per 
thousand,  though  insufficient  to  meet  our  expenditures  for 
the  past  year,  places  us  among  the  most  heavily  taxed  towns 
of  the  state  when  we  consider  that  we  maintain  no  police 
foiH'e  and  no  water  or  tire  establishments. 

It  is  not  only  the  right  policy  for  the  town  to  bear  the 
burden  of  its  current  expenditures  as  it  goes,  but  the  tax 
rate  necessitated  by  such  annual  expenses  as  we  have  come 
to  regard  as  unavoidable,  is  so  large  that  public  ini})rove- 
ments  rerpiiring  the  creation  of  a debt  should  be  entered 
upon  only  after  a careful  consideration  of  their  necessity 
and  an  ecpially  careful  determination  of  the  limits  of  what 
is  to  be  done.  Our  linancial  history  as  a town  is  not  want- 
ing in  illustrations  of  the  ease  with  which  a municipality 
may  be  led  into  debt  and  of  the  remarkable  manner  in 
which  expenditures  upon  public  works  may  run  beyond  all 
the  original  estimates. 

This  year  the  selectmen  make  no  rejiort  upon  expendi- 
tures for  highways,  public  library  or  schools,  these  matters 
having  been  relegated  to  the  officers  having  charge  of  such 
departments. 

lleretotore  the  expenses  of  curbing  and  cleaning  sewer 
wells  have  been  charged  to  the  current  and  incidental  ac- 
count, and  they  were  so  charged  the  ]>ast  year.  As  these 
expenditures  relate  to  the  care  and  improvement  of  the 
streets  and  are  under  control  of  the  road  commissioners, 
they  should  properly  be  charged  to  the  Highway  Account 
and  we  recommend  that  the  expenses  for  such  purposes  for 
the  ensuing  year  should  be  included  in  the  a[)propriation 
for  that  department. 

For  current  and  incidental  expenses  we  recommend  an 
appropriotion  of  $6,500,  and  for  militarv  aid  $425.

REPORT  OF  . 


ROAD  COMMISSIONERS. 


The  Road  Commissioner’s  have  expended  for  the  special 
work  assigned  them  to  do  by  vote  of  the  Town  $506.60  for 
widening  Mechanics  street,  $260.80  for  grading  Grove  street 
and  for  General  Repairs  of  Roads  and  Bridges  $4,982.90 , 
for  building  and  repairing  sidewalks  $1,000.  Making  a 
total  of  $6,750.30,  the  appropriation  was  $7,000. 

We  would  recommend  that  $6,000  be  appropriated  for 
general  repairs  of  roads  and  bridges  $1,000,  for  curbing  and 
repairing  sidewalks  under  the  betterment  law  and  such 
further  sums  of  money  as  may  be  called  for  by  vote  of  the 
town  for  special  purposes.  We  would  recommend  that  Park 
street  be  paved  with  Granite  Blocks  from  curb  to  curb. 

When  the  Road  Commissioners  came  into  power  they 
found  the  roads  badly  cut  up  owing  to  the  unusually  open 
winter  and  with  but  $4,982.90  to  expend  in  repairing  them 
we  were  obliged  to  spread  it  out  thin  to  repair  all  of  those 
places  that  required  repairing. 

Road  building  in  Attleboro  is  a system  of  patchwork 
and  for  the  want  of  good  material  to  patch  with  it  is  con- 
tinually out  of  repair.  Therefore  the  town  should  investi- 
gate the  different  theories  of  road  building  with  a view  of 
adopting  something  better  than  the  material  now  used  for 
the  principal  streets  in  the  village. 
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Macadamizing'  has  been  tried  in  some  of  the  cities  and 
towns  and  found  to  f)e  an  expensive  way  of  keepings  the 
"treets  in  repair.  If  you  have  the  proper  material  liandy 
and  do  not  put  on  a very  tliick  coat  of  crushed  stone  you 
can  build  one  mile  of  road  for  about  six  thousand  dollars 
and  that  will  keep  iu  fair  condition  for  tive  years  and  then 
it  requires  another  covering  of  crushed  .stone  which  will 
v'ost  one  halt  as  much  as  it  did  to  Macadamize  it  at  hrst. 
Unless  tlie  town  wants  to  largely  increase  its  appropriations 
for  roads  it  would  seem  to  be  an  act  of  doubtful  policy  for 
the  town  to  go  to  the  expense  of  three  thousand  dollars  to 
purchase  and  set  up  the  necessary  machinery  to  do  the 
work  and  then  where  amongst  the  conglomerate  stones  of 
Attleboro  can  be  found  stones  in  quantities  and  quality 
suitable  for  that  purpose. 

In  the  cities  paving  with  granite  blocks  has  l)een  found 
by  experience  to  be  the  most  economical  way  of  keeping 
the  streets  in  repair.  A\'ould  it  not  be  sound  policy  for  the 
town  to  require  the  selectmen  Avlien  they  grant  a Franchise 
to  a street  railroad  corporation,  to  require  tliem  to  light  the 
street  the  wliole  length  of  the  road  and  pave  the  road  bed 
within  the  limits  of  the  village,  and  then  the  town  com- 
plete the  work  by  paving  from  curb'  to  curb,  for  with  all 
of  the  travel  concentrated  to  oneside  of  the  street  it  will  be 
impossible  to  keep  the  streets  in  good  repair  with  any  other 
material. 

Granite  blocks  delivered  on  the  cars  in  Attleboro  will 
cost  from  3 1-2  to  6 1-2  cents  a piece  which  will  make  a 
cost  of  Si. 44  per  square  yard  for  the  stones;  laying  of  them 
twenty  cents  square  yard,  total  Si. 64. 

Would  it  not  be  good  policy  for  the  town. to  change  the 
construction  of  the  bridge  over  Thacher  Brook  when  the 
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Electric  Railroad  get  ready  to  widen  it  as  they  must  before 
laying  their  ti’ack  aci’oss  it. 

The  wooden  bridge  at  the  Mechanics  is  in  a rotten  con- 
dition and  may  have  to  he  rebuilt  the  corning  year  and 
wiiether  the  town  wonld  rebuild  with  wood  or  stone  is  a 
siihject  worthy  of  your  consideration. 

ITark  Street. 

We  found  Ihirk  street  with  an  nntinished  railroad  hed 
running  throngh  the  centre  of  it,  and  on  investigation  we 
found  tliat  we  had  no  authority  to  compel  the  corporation 
to  complete  it,  but  that  antliority  Avas  vested  in  tlie  Select- 
men, therefore  we  Avaited  until  early  summer  and  then 
passed  the  folloAving  order : Whereas,  there  haAT  been 
numerous  complaints  made  to  us  of  the  poor  condition  of 
Park  street  and  Xorth  Main  street; 

Tlieretore  be  it  ordered  that  the  selectmen  be  recpiested 
to  cause  the  Electric  raib’oad  corporation  to  complete  its 
road  bed  immediately,  or  that  you  revoke  their  franchise 
so  that  the  road  commissioners  can  remove  the  rails  from 
the  streets  and  put  them  in  proper  repair.'^' 

There  wm  nothing  done  until  the  middle  of  XoA^eniber  , 
then  the  road  bed  Avas  paATd  and  there  Avas  hardly  time  to 
clear  up  the  debris  before  tlie  groniid  froze  solid  and  the 
commissioner  cfidn’t  deem  it  best  to  go  to  the  expense  o^ 
cutting  it  doAvn  to  oTade  so  it  has  been  in  an  nnsatisfac- 
tory  condition  during  the  year. 

W^henever  any  person  open  np  a tract  of  land  for  build- 
ing purposes  and  lays  out  streets  thereon  the  toAAUi  should 
see  that  the  streets  are  of  the  proper  Avidth  and  graded  at 
the  expense  of  the  OAvner. 

We  Avould  recommend  that  all  shade  trees  be  set  outside 
’of  the  stieet  lines  for  Avith  the  conflict  betAveen  the  electric- 
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al  wires  and  shade  trees  in  the  streets  the  trees  are  sure  to 
get  worsted. 

Guide  posts  in  the  town  are  among  the  things  of  the  past.' 
there  may  be  a few  relics  of  them  left  but  not  enough  to 
answer  the  requirements  of  the  law. 

It  would  be  a great  convenience  to  strangers  to  have  the 
names  of  the  streets  placed  at  the  corners. 

The  travel  across  the  railroad  at  Starkey  Avenue  has 
largely  increase  since  we  repaired  Hope  street  and  there- 
fore the  danger  has  increased  in  the  same  proportion  and  we 
would  suggest  that  the  town  causethe  railroad  corporation 
to  guard  against  accidents  there  either  by  Flagman,  Gates 
or  Bridge.

♦Based  on  a misapprehension  of  the  powors  of  the  selectmen. 
The  power  which  by  the  “order”  of  the  road  commissioners  w'ere 
“required”  not  “requested”  to  exercise  is  contained  in 'Section  23 
of  Chapter  113  of  the  Public  Statutes  which  reads  “The  board  of 
alderman  or  selectmen,  at  any  time  after  the  expiration  of  one  year 
from  the  opening  for  use  of  a street  railway  in  any  city  or  town 
and  after  notice  published  as  provided  in  Section  21  and  a hearing, 
if  in  their  judgment  the  interests  of  the  public  so  require,  may  order 
that  the  location  of  any  track  shall  be  revoked.”  It  will  be 
observed  that  such  power  could  be  exercised  only  after  the  lapse 
of  one  year  from  the  opening  for  use  of  the  railway. 

Section  32  of  said  chapter  reads  as  follows:  “Every  street  railway 
company  shall  keep  in  repair,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  superintend- 
ent of  streets,  street  commissioner,  road  commissioners  or  survey- 
ors of  highways,  the  paving,  upper  planking  or  other  surface  mate- 
rial of  the  portions  of  streets,  roads  and  bridges,  occupied  by  its 
tracks.”  Selectmen. 


REPORT  OF 


TRUSTEES  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 


Tlie  experience  of  the  year  1890  demonstrates  again  the 
value  of  a public  library  to  a community.  In  At- 
tleboro with  a population  of  7,500,  1,900  of  its  people 
take  books  from  the  library,  and  this  number  ot  course 
does  not  represent  all  who  read  the  books  and  are  bene- 
btted  by  them.  Its  value  is  further  shown  by  the  fact  that 
with  a total  number  of  volumes  of  3129  on  its  shelves,  there 
has  been  a circulation  equal  to  15,878,  or  an  average  of 
158  books  delivered  during  each  of  the  104  days  that  the 
library  lias  been  open.  When  we  consider  the  character  of 
the  books  thus  placed  in  the  homes  of  our  people,  the  bene- 
tit  of  the  library  to  the  town  can  be  appreciated. 

While  the  trustees  reo^ret  that  manv  of  the  valuable  sci- 
entitic  and  educational  works  are  not  consulted  as  freely  as 
they  hoped,  yet  there  is  some  demand  for  them,  and  it 
would  undoubtedly  be  increased  did  the  public  realize  that 
the  library  contained  them.  The  librarian  is  always  pleased 
to  assist  any  student  or  inquirer  in  the  selection  of  books. 

The  town  has  seen  lit  each  year  to  appropriate  $600  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  library.  Two-thirds  of  this  sum 
is  required  to  meet  the  running  expenses,  leaving  about 
■-$200  for  the  purchase  of  new  books.  We  have  added  211 
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volumes  during  tlie  past  year,  but  of  this  number  2b  were 
to  furnish  duplicates  or  to  replace  old  worn  out  copies  of 
books  greatly  in  demand,  so  we  have  actually  added  by 
purchase  only  182  volumes.  This  sum  of  8600  while  it 
enables  us  to  economically  maintain  the  library  as  it  is  and 
slowly  add  to  its  value,  is  inadequate  to  develop  and  enlarge 
it  as  we  would  desire  and  we  hope  before  many  years  that 
the  sum  appropriated  will  be  increased.

Alice  Thompson. 

We  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $600  for  the  ensuing 
year.

REPORT  OF 


THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


Early  in  the  year  the  town  was  visited  by  an  epidemic 
influenza  or  *‘la  grippe”  in  common  with  other  places  in 
Xew  England  and  which  spread  later  on  over  the  whole 
country.  It  made  its  first  appearance  during  the  latter 
part  of  December,  1889,  reached  its  height  about  the  mid- 
dle of  January  and  then  gradually  subsided.  Fully  40  j)er 
cent  of  the  inhabitants  were  affected  by  it,  the  eldest  more 
seriously,  while  children  as  a rule  escaped.  Only  one 
death,  that  of  an  elderly  person,  is  recorded  as  due  to  it, 
hut  the  increase  of  mortality  in  cases  of  pneumonia  during 
the  year,  was  undoubtedly  owing  to  its  presence. 

With  the  exception  above  noted  theTown  has  been  free 
from  epidemics. 

The  need  of  the  town  for  a suitable  place  in  which  to 
deposit  the  contents  of  vaults  and  cess-pools  was  met  in 
the  spring.  Arrangements  were  made  with  Mr,  R.  D, 
Manchester  and  Mr.  Wm.  Fisher  for  the  reception  and  prop- 
er care  of  such  material  on  land  belonging  to  them.  As  far 
as  possible  owners  of  dwelling  houses  were  notified  and 
the  appointed  fields  were  used.  Several  cases  were  re- 
ported however  where  the  contents  of  cess-pools  had  been 
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spread  on  land  adjacent  to  dwellings  and  allowed  to  remain 
there  uncovered.  The  rules  of  the  Board  should  include  a 
cdause  prohibiting  such  practice.  Another  source  of  com. 
plaint,  the  spreading  of  offensive  stable  dressing  on  land  in 
close  proximity  to  residences  in  mid-summer,  should  also  he 
prevented  1)V  suitable  provision.  A complaint  was  received 
from  South  Attleboro  that  the  washings  from  the  Tannery 
were  offensive  and  unhealtli3\  It  was  promptly  investigated 
by  tbe  Board  and  no  cause  for  action  on  its  part  was  discov- 
ered. 

The  vote  of  the  Fire  District  Association  authorizing  the 
construction  of  a large  tank  on  Capron’sHill  for  the  storage 
of  water  indicates  a continuance  of  the  2^1’esent  source  of 
supply.  This  being  so,  every  precaution  to  prevent  the  con- 
tamination  of  the  well  should  he  adopted.  The  proposed 
sewer  on  North  !Main  street  would  be  an  important  factor  in 
such  improvement  if  every  resident  on  the  street,  especially 
those  on  the  westerly  side,  Avould  connect  their  premises 
Avitli  it.  We  have  the  authority  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health  that  the  I’esidences  on  the  hill  constitute  another 
probable  source  of  contagion.  This  should  he  considered 
by  the  town  and  proper  preventive  measures  adopted. 

During  the  year  several  cases  of  glanders  existed  among 
the  horses  in  town.  As  far  as  they  came  to  the  attention 
of  the  Board  the  Cattle  Commissioners  were  notified,  and 
an  official  visit  by  one  of  them  was  promptly  made.  Citi- 
zens do  not  seem  to  be  aware  that  they  are  obliged  by  law 
to  report  suspicious  cases  of  disease  among  animals.  For 
general  information  the  following'extract  from  the  Public 
Statutes  is  published. 

‘‘Whoever  has  knowledge  of,  or  has  good  reason  to  sus- 
pect the  existence  of  a contagious  disease  among  any  species 
of  domestic  animals  in  this  state,  whether  such  knowlegeis 
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obtiiined  by  personal  examination  or  otherwise,  shall  forth, 
with  give  notice  thereof  to  the  board  of  health  of  the  city  or 
town  where  such  diseased  animals  are  kept,  and  for  failure  so 
to  do  shall  be  punished  by  a tine  not  exceeding  live  hundred 
dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  jail  not  exceeding  one  year.’’ 
The  following  statistical  tables  are  worthy  of  publication 
in  every  report  of  the  board  of  health. 

The  hrst  gives  a list  of  contagious  diseases  reported  during 
the  year.  Necessarily,  this  record  is  not  so  accurate  as  the 
others  given;  this  is  due,  in  part,  to  the  laxity  of  the  physi- 
cians in  reporting  cases  upon  which  they  are  in  attendance, 
as  well  as  to  the  ignorance  of  house-holders,  that  they  too  are 
required  by  law  to  report  all  cases  existing  in  their  families. 
The  wisdom  of  the  statute  is  obvious.  By  no  other  means 
can  the  public  health  be  so  securely  guarded;  it  is  also  an  aid 
in  determining  the  sanitary  condition  of  a community.  The 
record  for  the  present  year  compares  favorably  with  that  of 
former  years.

AUDITORS’  REPORT. 


The  undersigned  Auditors  for  the  year  ending  in  March 
1891,  have  examined  the  books  and  reports  of  the  Select- 
men, Treasurer;  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners,  Overseers 
of  the  Poor,  Tax  Collectors  and  Assessors  and  report  a>s 
follows : 

The  Selectmen’s  books  contain  a record  of  all  business, 
transacted  and  bills  approved  by  them  as  submitted  in  their 
report.  The  amount  $7,009.92  approved  in  the  Highway 
Department  as  per  their  report,  is  $259.62  in  excess  of  the 
amount  submitted  in  the  report  of  the  Highway  Commis- 
sioners, by  reason  of  the  expenditure  of  that  amount  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Highways  in  January,  February  and 
March,  (previous  to  the  creation  of  the  Road  Commission- 
ers) and  was  paid  from  the  appropriation  of  $7,000.00  for  the 
year  1890. 

The  amount  $2,637.83  approved  in  the  School  Incidental 
and  Repairs  as  per  their  report  is  $339.75  in  excess  of  the 
amount  reported  by  the  School  Committee  as  expended  in 
that  department.  This  excess  ( $339.75 ) is  for  bills  paid  on 
account  of  insurance  on  school  buildings  and  claimed  by  the 
Selectmen  as  properly  belonging  to  the  School  Incidental 
and  Repairs  Department. 

The  Treasurer’s  books  are  kept  in  the  usual  neat  man- 
ner and  have  entries  for  all  moneys  received  and  paid  out.. 
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He  has  proper  vouchers  for  all  moneys  paid  out  as  shown 
by  his  books  and  submitted  in  his  report. 

The  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners’  hooks  agree  with 
their  report  as  to  the  amounts  of  money  received  from  the 
Town  Treasurer  and  from  interest  on  loans.  They  have 
proper  vouchers  for  the  money  invested  as  shown  on  their 
hooks  wliich  correspond  with  their  report. 

The  hooks  of  the  Ov^erseers  of  the  Poor  show  the  expen- 
ditures of  their  department  for  the  year  and  agree  with  the 
hills  approved  hy  them  as  received  hy  the  Selectmen  and 
submitted  in  their  report. 

The  Tax  Collectors’  hooks  and  reports  (John  Thacher  and 
Geo.  F.  Ide  Collectors)  agree  with  the  Treasurer’s  hooks  aS 
to  the  amount  of  money  collected  and  with  the  Assessors 
records  as  to  the  amount  of  abatements.  The  uncollected 
taxes  on  their  hooks  agrees  with  the  amounts  stated  in  their 
reports. 

The  taxes  assessed  for  the  year  as  shown  on  the  Asses- 
sors valuation  list  corresponds  with  the  amount  com- 
mitted to  the  Tax  Collector  in  his  warrant.  The  Assessors 
Abatement  Kecord  corresponds  with  the  abatements  as 
shown  on  tax  collectors  hooks  and  stated  in  their  reports.

A glance  at  these  figures  shows  that  Avhile  in  the  aggre- 
gate the  expenditures  exceeded  the  appropriations  by 
$983.54  the  amount  expended  was  still  $118  less  than  the 
sum  asked  for  by  the' committee  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year. 

Before  speaking  at  length  of  the  principal  expenditures 
of  last  year  i will  speak  of  the  amount  necessary  to  meet 
the  expenses  of  the  jn’esent  year. 

After  a very  careful  survey  of  the  whole  field  the  Com- 
mittee find  that  $22,000  will  be  needed  even  if  the  same 
course  of  rigid  economy  is  pursued  as  last  year.  This  sum, 
which  is  only  $225  more  than  we  asked  last  year,  is  to  pay 
the  entire  expenses  of  the  educational  system  including 
the  Educational  Department,  Incidental  and  Repair,  Text 
Book  and  Supply,  School  Superintendence  and  the  Trans- 
portation of  Pupils.  When  we  consider  that  we  have  80 
more  scholars  than  last  year,  and  that  in  consequence  we 
shall  be  compelled  to  open  a new  school,  this  additional 
amount  will  appear ' meagre  enough  to  satisfy  the  most 
rigid  economist. 
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Ill  the  Incidental  and  Repair  department  the  improv- 
ments  which  caused  the  greatest  outlay  were,  the  ventila- 
tion of  the  academy,  and  the  Dodgeville  school  house, 
the  construction  and  equipment  of  a laboratory  for  the  Higli 
school,  the  new  furnishing  of  the  Farmers  house,  and  the 
painting  of  the  City  and  the  Pine  street  houses. 

Before  the  committee  of  thirteen  met  to  consider  the 
recommendations  for  appropriations  in  the  several  depart- 
ments, the  School  Board  had  received  the  order  from  the 
State  Inspectors  to  improve  the  ventilation  of  the  two 
houses  first  named  above.  They  had  made  a careful 
estimate  (not  a guess)  of  the  probable  expense,  and  stated 
to  the  committee  of  thirteen  that  this  work  would  cost 
nearly  one-half  of  the  appropriation  asked  for.  At  the 
time  we  were  very  doubtful  about  the  sum  asked,  $2,000, 
being  sufficient  but  hesitated  to  ask  more  than  granted  the 
year  before,  fearing  a cut  down.  They  recommended 
$1800  and  the  town  voted  it.  We  have  been  obliged  to  ex- 
ceed this  sum,  as  we  knew  we  should  be  at  the  time  it  was 
granted.  The  plan  followed  in  ventilation  of  the  academy 
is  the  one  common  where  buildings  are  heated  by  steam. 
The  inflow  of  pure  air  which  is  warmed  on  its  way  is  through 
metal  lined  flues  and  enters  each  room  through  a register 
in  the  wall  about  five  and  a half  feet  above  the  floor.  The 
impure  air  passes  through  registers  in  the  floor  at  the  oppo- 
site end  of  the  room,  thence  down  through  brick  flues  to 
the  bottom  of  the  cellar.  It  then  passes  into  and  up  through 
the  brick  ventilating  shaft  or  chimney  which  extends  sever- 
al feet  above  the  level  with  the  highest  part  of  the  building. 
To  secure  the  necessary  circulation  of  air  through  the 
chimney  a steam  coil  is  placed  inside  and  just  above  the 
apertures  made  for  the  entrance  of  the  foul  air. 
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At  Doclgeville  tlie  flaes  for  the  exit  of  the  foul  air  are 
huilt  on  the  same  plan  in  the  main  as  at  the  academy.  As 
Ave  have  no  steam  there,  a small  cast  iron  cylinder  stove  is 
built  into  the  brick  partition  between  the  two  Hues  and 
projecting  into  each,  furnishes  sufficient  heat  to  secure 
brisk  currents  of  air  in  botii  dues.  The  pure  air  for  each 
room  is  admitted  through  an  opening  in  the  side  of  the 
house  and  conducted  along  by  a metallic  duo  which  is 
placed  just  below  the  door  of  the  room,  which  it  is  designed 
to  enter,  to  a place  under  the  jacketed  stove  above.  It 
then  passes  up  through  a liole  in  the  door  and  atter  being 
warmed  by  passing  between  the  stove  and  its  jacket  enters 
the  room  at  about  six  feet  above  the  door. 

Before  the  change,  frequent  scientidc  tests  made  when 
the  weather  Avas  too  cold  to  allow  the  opening  of  the  win- 
dows showed  that  in  each  room  in  the  Academy  and  the 
lower  room  at  Bodge ville  the  occupants  had  to  breathe  air 
so  vitiated  as  to  contain  from  25  to  30  parts  of  carbonic 
acid  gas  to  10,000  of  air,  to  say  nothing  of  other  impurities. 
Now,  if  janitors  and  teachers  will  see  that  it  is  properly  at- 
tended to  the  doors  and  Avindows  can  be  kept  closed  all  the 
time  and  the  occupants  have  air  to  breathe  that  contains 
less  than  7 parts  carbonic  acid  gas  to  10,000  of  air  Avhich 
is  securing  air  to  breathe  that  is  practically  pure  . 

The  State  Inspectors  after  inspecting  the  Amntilation  and 
testing  the  air  have  expressed  themselves  in  their  annual 
report  as  satisded  Avith  the  operation  of  the  plan  in  both 
houses.  The  school  house  at  Briggs  Corner  should  be 
properly  ventilated  this  summer,  and  as  the  room  is  very 
loAv  and  has  altogether  too  small  a number  of  cubic  feet  of 
air  for  each  occupant,  the  roof  should  be  raised  about  three 
feet.  All  this  could  be  done  for  about  $250. 
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HIGH  SCHOOL  LALORATOKY. 

Altlioiio’li  the  school  house  was  built  as  late  as 

1881,  110  suitable  arraugement  was  made  for  a chemical 
laboratory.  A small  room  immediately  adjoining  the 
school  room  was  htted  up  with  a few  tables  and  other  ap- 
pliances and  called  a laboratory,  but  as  there  was  no  way 
provided  lor  ventilation  it  was  totally  unlit  for  a chiss  to 
do  experimental  work  in  chemistry,  and  being  separated 
from  the  scliool  room  by  a single  piirtition,  the  noxious 
odors  penetrated  the  entire  building  and  caused  great  an- 
noyance to  other  scholars  at  their  work. 

During  the  last  summer  vacation  a room  was  partitioned 
off  in  the  basement  and  fitted  with  suitable  tables  and 
other  appliances  of  a modern  lalioratory  and  equipped  so 
that  a class  of  eighteen  can  conveniently  work  at  experi- 
mental chemistry  under  the  charge  of  their  Instructor.  A 
dark  closet  leading  from  the  laboratory  gives  suitable  stor- 
age room  for  chemicals  and  chemical  apparatus. 

Good  ventilation  is  secured  by  means,  of  a metalic  flue, 
fourteen  inches  in  diameter,  which  extends  from  tlie  labo- 
ratory up  through  the  building  to  a point  above  tlie  level 
with  the  ridge  of  the  liouse.  The  room  formerly  used  for 
a chemical  laboratory  has  been  supplied  with  suitable  ta- 
bles and  other  modern  furniture  and  thus  secures  a very 
convenient  physical  laboratory.  Apparatus  lias  been  pur- 
chased from  time  to  time  with  funds  furnished  by  the  trus- 
tees of  the  Richardson  School  Fund  so  that  in  most  of  the 
departments  of  Physics  tlie  study  can  be  made  much  more 
interesting  and  protitable  by  means  of  experiments. 
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SC^IIOOL  GRADES. 

The  process  of  changing  the  nnmher  of  grades  whicli 
was  decided  upon  a year  ago  is  now  nearly  completed. 
Under  the  new  plan  there  will  he  eigh.t  grades  of  the  ele- 
mentary schools  instead  of  nine  as  heretofore. 

To  complete  the  entire  course  will  rerpiire  twelve  years, 
four  for  the  primary,  four  for  the  grammar  and  four  for  the 
II  igh  school.  The  child  at  the  l)eg‘inning  of  his  course 
enters  the  fourth  and  passes  successively  through  the  fourth, 
third,  second  and  first  }>rimary.  lie  then  enters  the  Gram- 
mar and  passes  successively  thi’ough  the  fourth,  tliird, 
second  and  first  Grammar  grades,  when  he  should  he  well 
fitted,  if  he  has  properly  done  the  work  required  for  the 
elementary  grades,  to  enter  the  High  school.  Entering  the 
Thdmary  school  at  six  he  can  graduate  from  the  Grammar 
at  fourteen  and  the  High  school  at  eighteen  years  of  age. 

The  first  or  Highest  Grammar  school,  under  the  imme- 
diate instruction  of  iMiss  L.  E.  Briggs  occupies  one  of  the 
lower  rooms  of  the  new  building  and,  at  present  numbers 
45  scholars.  There  are,  also,  of  this  High  Grammar  grade 
8 or  10  at  the  City  school,  2 at  Briggs  Corner  and  one  at 
the  Berry  school. 

The  second  Grammar  grade  occupies  the  large  room  in 
the  second  story  of  the  new  building,  nund)ers  110  and  is 
under  the  charge*  of  Misses  Pratt,  Slate  and  Toothaker. 
The  third  Grammar  occupies  a lower  room  in  the  new 
building  and  has  about  (30  scholars  under  the  charge  ofMrs. 
O.  C.  Chatterton  with  Miss  Maynard  for  assistant. 

There  are  two  schools  of  the  fourth  or  lowest  Grammar 
grade  in  the  third  story  of  the  middle  building  on  Sanford 
Street,  each  numbering  about  50.  These  are  taught  In- 
Misses  Jewett  and  JChite.  Miss  Perry  and  Miss  McRae, 
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each  has  a school  of  nearly  50  of  the  tirst  or  highest  Prim- 
ary grade.  These  two  occupy  the  second  door  of  the  last 
named  huilding.  On  the  lower  door  Misses  Parmenter 
and  Povey,  each  has  a school  of  nearly  50,  of  the  second  Prim- 
ary grade.  Two  schools  in  the  Academy,  two  in  the  Pine 
street  house  and  one  in  the  South  Maine  street  house  con- 
sist almost  entirely  of  the  third  and  fourth  Primary.  These 
dve  last  have  an  enrollment  of  ahont  250  children.  To 
one  who  surveys  these  items  with  a little  care  it  will  ap- 
pear that  the  school  rooms  in  our  village  are  all  dlled  nearly 
to  their  maxinmiim  capacity.  The  four  schools  of  the 
lowest  grades  Avhich  occupy  the  Academy  and  the  Pine 
street  house  have  been  altogether  too  large  since  Septem- 
ber. A new  school  of  the  lowest  grades  should  he  opened 
at  the  beginning  of  the  spring  term  and  should  he  located 
somewhere  in  the  vicinity  of  Holman’s  block.  At  the 
opening  of  the  schools  in  September  we  were  able  so  to  ad- 
just the  grades  as  to  dispense  with  the  services  of  one 
of  the  assistants  on  Sanford  street  and  in  consequence 
have  employed  one  teacher  less  this  year  than  last.  The 
neAv  school  can  be  opened  Avithont  exceeding  our  former 
number  of  teachers. 

CHANGES  OF  TEACHERS. 

We  have  sndered  about  the  usual  number  ot  interrup- 
tions from  changes  of  teachers.  Greatly  to  our  regret, 
C.  E.  SteA^ens  before  the  end  of  his  tirst  year,  resigned 
his  place  as  principal  of  Ao  High  school  to  ac- 
cept a position  as  superintendent  of  schools  in  Wor- 
cester county.  Miss  Barton  Avho  had  served  very 
acceptably  as  instructor  in  Greek  and  German  for  a year, 
being  unAvilling  to  devote  her  whole  time  to  teaching,  de- 
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dined  to  accept  her  re-appointment.  As  we  must  have  a 
teacher  for  full  time  we  were  obliged  to  accept  her  resigna- 
tion. Misses  Cora  L.  Maynard  and  Emily  S.  Pond  of  the 
Sanford  street  schools,  Mrs.  Jennie  S.  Lawderof  the  Turn- 
pike school,  Miss  Fida  II.  Smith  of  the  city  school  and 
Miss  E.  B.  Howes  of  the  Dodgeville  school  resigned  tlieir 
positions  at  the  end  of  tlie  spring  term.  Mrs.  May  E. 
Brown,  assistant  in  the  third  grammar,  has  not  been  able 
on  account  of  sickness,  to  return  to  her  work  since  Sep- 
tember. Miss  Maynard,  who  had  resigned  her  school,  has 
been  serving  as  substitute.  We  are  hoping  that  Mrs. 
Brown  will  regain  her  health  so  as  to  return  to  her  place 
at  no  distant  day. 

We  were  most  fortunate  in  our  selection  of  a principal 
for  the  High  school,  Mr.  0.  L.  Beverage,  who  in  addition 
toother  experience  had  been  the  successful  principal  of  the 
High  school  in  the  city  of  Hallowell,  Me.,  for  three  years, 
was  elected  to  take  charge  of  our  High  school  a few  weeks 
betore  the  close  of  the  spring  term.  We  were  also  fortu- 
nate to  secure  for  second  assistant.  Miss  Jennie  M.  Perry  of 
Rehohoth,  a graduate  of  8mith  college,  Northampton. 
During  the  year  the  school  has  increased  from  less  than 
sixty  to  nearly  ninety.  Tiie  actual  number  in  September 
Avas  eighty-nine,  and  the  school  now  numbers  eighty-six. 
That  there  has  been  so  small  a decrease  since  the  beginning 
of  the  year  is  highly  to  the  credit  of  the  efficient  and  wise 
management  of  affairs  by  ^he  principal  and  his  able  assist- 
ants who  heartily  co-operate  with  him.  Should  a large 
class  enter  this  fall,  as  I hope  there  may,  an  additional 
teacher  will  he  necessary.  This  school,  now  grown  so  large 
shonld  he  a source  of  pride  to  the  town  and  should  receive  a 
generous  support.  A few  hundred  dollars  a year  to  enable 
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the  purchase  of  chemical  and  physical  apparatus  and  stand- 
ard works  necessary  for  the  successful  study  of  English  lit- 
erature would  be  a wise  expenditure. 

Xo  less  deserving  of  commendation  are  the  teachers  of 
our  elementary  schools.  Almost  without  exception  the 
discipline  has  been  good,  and  the  amount  and  quality  of 
the  work  accomplished  has  not  been  equalled  in  any  pre- 
ceding year.  The  successful  efforts  of  the  teachers  to  se- 
cure an  increased  amount  of  study  on  the  part  of  the  pu- 
pils are  highly  commendable.
